Armistice 
Teams Work 
On Details 


Thousands March in 
Seoul in Protest 
Over Negotiations 


PANMUNJOM, (^P)— Staff 


officers worked today on final 
details of a Korean armistice 
as hundreds of thousands of 
South Koreans demonstrated 
violently against the impend- 
ing truce that will leave their 
nation divided. 


The liaison officers met for nn 


hour and 20 minutes. Both sides 
brought maps into the conference 
hut. indicating they were working 
out a cease-fire line. 


The 
South 
Korean 
Assembly, 


backing up its leaders' unswerving 
opposition to the armistice terms, 
called for "'all necessary meas- 
ures" to prepare for a "northward 
advance." 


Meet Briefly 


Even as Koreans surged wildly 


through the streets of Seoul, Allied 
and Communist teams met in the 
tiny truce hut at Panmunjom for 
12 minutes amid increasing signs 
that an armistice may be signed 
within the week. 


Although" an Allied"" spokesman 


gave no hint of what took place in 
the hut, the briefings of the meet- 
ing indicated that only finishing 
touches remained before a cease- 
fire agreement was reached. 


Lower level officers assembled 


after the plenary session— possibly 
to iron out the wording of the docu- 
ment that would call a halt to the 
bloody three-year-old war. 


The Reds asked the recess in 


the plenary s'ession and another 
meeting was set for 11 a. m. 
Wednesday (9 p.m. Tuesday CDT). 


In Seoul, meanwhile, crowds es- 


timated by some authorities as 
large as 500,000 stormed through 
the, streets of the war-devastated 
South Korean capital.

National Assembly resolved that 
South Korea "will execute its fiee 
rights" if any foreign troops touch 
Korean soil to guard war prison- 
ers after an armistice.

county, 35 miles to the north and. 
swept into Milford, Oakland coun- 
ty, 15 miles to the north and east.! 
Tawas City, midway up the east- 
ern coast of Michigan on Lake 
Huron, was hit at 8:25 p.m.'and 
Flint at 8:45 p.m. 


The tornado area extended from 


Tawas City down across the Ohio- 
Michigan border to bowling green 
—a path of 350 miles. 


Eight persons died in the twister 


that struck the Cygnet, O., area; 
eight died in the Cleveland area; 
and one each at Elyria and Ceylon. 


Michigan fatalities, in addition 


to those at Flint, included four 
dead at Erie; four dead at. Tawaa 
City; one at Ann Arbor; and one 
in Brown City, near Lapeer. 


Hospitals .Jammed 


Flint hospitals were filled with 


tho injured—many crowded into 
corridors still stunned by the swift 
destruction that hit their homes. 


National Guard troops, state po- 


lice officeTs from numerous Mich- 
igan cities converged on the Flint 
area to aid in the rescue work. 
Gov. G. Mennen Williams took 
personal command but did not de- 
clare a state of martial law. 


The Flint tornado killed many 


in homes on Coldwater Road and 
Kurtz Street,

hopped eastward through Michi- 
gan's "thumb" toward Lake Hu- 
ron.

It will be much easier 
from now on to get all the back* 
ground material needed about the 
4-H Activities of persons selected 
for countv alumni honors.

Best way to plant is to scoop out 


a hole about 1'i inches deep and 
fill with starter solution. Put in six 
seeds to a hill, cover with pulver- 
ized soil and firm over the seeds. 
After the corn has come up, thin 
each hill to the three strongest 
plants.

URBANA — Average prices of 


farm products have not changed 
much since the new tenant moved 
into the White House. THe average 
for May was slightly less than one 
per cent lower than in February, 
the first month under the new ad- 
ministration. 


Average prices of things farm- 


ers buy have eased off a fraction, 
too. The result is that prices re- 
ceived by farmers in May aver- 
aged 91 per cent of parity—the 
same as in February. 


Down Jl 1'er Cent 


Compared with a year earlier, 


average prices received by farm- 
ers in May were down 11 per cent. 
Average prices paid by farmers 
were down 4 per cent from the 
all-time high recorded 12 months 
before. 


Most of the decline in prices of 


farm products that occurred dur- 
ing the past 12 months came be- 
tween September and February. 
There seem to be thrqe major 
reasons for this decline: (1) Un-. 
usually large crops were harvested 
last fall, (2) marketings of cattle 
increased greatly after November, 
and 
(3) the export demand for 


farm products has decreased con- 
siderably. 


Consumer demand for food in- 


creased during the year, but not 
enough to keep prices at the levels 
established by previous inflation. 


Two 
highly 
important 
crops 


showing big increases in produc- 
tion in 1952 over 1951 were corn, 
15 per cent, and wheat, 32 per 
cent. Production of soybeans, cot- 
ton, 
and tobacco .was also much 


laiger than average, although not 
larger than in 1951. 


J'roduction Larger 


Total agricultural production was 


3'2 per cent larger in 1952 than in 
1931 and 45 percent greater than 
in prewar 1P35-3P. 


Looking ahead, United States De- 


partment 
of 
Agriculture econo- 


mists see no big increase in farm 
output this year. In fact, early 
spring indicators were that farm 
production this year 
might be 


shaved about one percent. 


These changes in total produc- 


tion appear to be very small, but 
they are important. The usual 
change in output is a small in- 
crease, about two per cent a year. 


Output Decisive 


If total faim output shows no in- 


rroase. or declines slightly, this 
year, that will tend to support av- 
erage prices received by farmers 
for their products. 


Crop prospects appear less fav- 


orable than they did a year ago. 
Spring drouths were more exten- 
-sive and more severe than in 1952. 
In Illinois, and probably in other 
statop. insects are 
doing more 


damage than they did last year.

Darrell Russel, agronomist with 
the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture, says that farmer 
has probably had his soil tested for 
boron and is correcting a deficien- 
cy. 


Russel says the University of II- 


linoin will test your soil for boron 
deficiency. 
The test, which costs 


$2. also includes the usual acidity, 
phosphate and potash tests. 


Russel says you cannot correct 


unbalanced fertility by applying 
boron alone. You can do it only 
by supplying all nutrients. 


You can see a boron deficiency 


if you have it on your farm, ac- 
cording to Russel. 
Legumes in a 


boron-deficient soil will show ro- 
sette formations at the top of the 
plant. 


If resetting is showing up. get in 


touch with your county farm ad- 
viser for suggestions on how to 
correct the deficiency.

The Distribution of Gamma Globulin

Gamma globulin (G.G.) is the part of human blood that 


Contains disease-fighting antibodies. Jt has been used for 
many years to combat measles and infections hepatitis (jaiin- 
dice). In 1953 March of Dimes scientists proved it to be an 
effective but temporary preventive of crippling caused by 
polio.It has been shown to be effective against three diseases 
—measles, infectious hepatitis and polio—and there is not 
enough GG available to treat all people who might get these 
diseases. Nor do manufacturers have enough equipment to 
increase production of GG this year. By placing all GG in 
•one stockpile, it will be possible to prevent the maximum 
. amount of disease with the limited supplies on hand. 


Effective use of GG in 1953 is based on the following 


-three-point program: 


1. Gathering of all available GG supplies into a national 


stockpile. 


2. Allocation of GG to persons and areas where it will 


be most effective. 


3. Teamwork by health authorities, physicians, public

Property of a Few Rich, Soulless Corporations 


Lee Hills, the executive editor of the Detroit Free Press, has taken* 


me to the woodshed for writing a sidelong icmark that Sigma Delta Chi 
a fraternity of American journalists, was "insubstantial." 


"This," he writes, "comes as news to me particularly since I 


happen to be national piesident of Sigma Delta Chi this year and I 
think the orgam/ation is far fiom being what you called it. Can you 
tell me what you based this on?" 


I can, will, and hereby do. 
There is no moie fiatermty among the wights of American jour- 


nalism than there is in a cultuie of cocci on a slid*1. The profession, 


if 1 may use a woid so far above our sordid station, 
is, in the material sense, the private properly of a 
few rich and soulles^corpoiations and is editorially 
cunning rather than brave. 
I would concede a few 


exceptions in large centers, but more of these are 
found in smaller cities, notably in the South where 
public sciutmy imposes on editors and suboidmate 
inkstamed wretches inhibitions which most metio- 
politan editors, commentators and even city-side 
employes are unconscious of. These lesser publi- 
cans, by an interesting quirk, are obedient to the 
taste and independent intelligence of their local 


readers, who are, you may say, personal neighbors and exert a moral 
discipline on the press contrary to the old concept of the press as a 
moral leader. 


The weeklies and semi-weeklies of small journalism are more 


wholesome for the same reason. The professional faker and liar who 
enjoys a social privilege in Washington.would be kicked to a gory whey 
by direct actionists and if that didn't suffice they would do no less 
to th« editor himself. 'This is'not to say that fear is the reason why 
smalltown editors conduct themselves with a decent respect for truth 
and the opinions of mankind. But remoteness from moral and physi- 
cal "reader response" certainly does affect the editorial and ethical 
judgment of metropolitan magnates. 
They tend to become celebri- 


ties themselves, paying off with pictures and laudatory lineage syn- 
thetic organizations with dark motives which flatter them with spuri- 
ous honors for imaginary services to "brotherhood." 


Sigma Delta Chi was organized 


in 1909, now has JB.OOO members. 
Including "honornnefi" far from 
the ivied walls where journalism 
is taught according to variable 
prejudices, and is not selective 
but almost mandatory there. Be- 
yond the campus, however, the 
rules of eligibility change. 
Many 


of the adult, even elderly, mem- 
bers who have been tapped by 
some arbitrary, mysterious and, 
therefore, 
irresponsible 
process, 


are hatefully at odds on all con- 
ceivable points or politics, propri- 
ety and basic honor. 


The 
requirements 
for

graduates are minimal. They must 
be males, they must indicate an 
intention to be journalists, take a 
"course." and pay 
their dues.

she has been in the United States 
for the past 15 year's. I might say 
that 
being afflicted with poison 


ivy is not restricted to those who 
have come from elsewheie; many 
native-born, who frequently should 
know better, get into the same 
trouble. 


Poison 
only ii 


America from Canada to Mexico. 
It is entirely absent from other 
parts of the world. 
There- is no 


poison ivy season, as the stalk is 
dangerous 
in winter even when 


the leaves are not growing. 
In 


summer, however, more people 
are out of doors and hence more 
likely to be exposed to this poi- 
sonous skin irritant. 


Thousands of people develop a i 


bhstery 
irritation 
of 
the 
skin 


every year, either through pure 
caielessness or because they do 
not know enough to recognize poi- 
son ivy when they see it. It has 
been estimated that 350,000 people 
get into trouble with poison ivy 
each year and that the total time 
lost is in the neighborhood of 600,- 
000 days. 


Everyone should learn to rec- 


ognize the three-pointed leaves of 
poison ivy, since much of the 
trouble comes from failure to know 
them. Some people are more sen- 
sitive to this poisoning of the skin 
than others, but anyone may fall a 
victim. 


I have heard people boast that 


they never get poison ivy. Sooner 
or later if they continue to ex- 
pose themselves they usually re- 
gret this boast. It is well known 
that 
people 
who have 
seemed 


safe for n. great many years may 
come down when they least ex- 
pect it. 


On the other hand, a few peo- 


ple are extremely sensitive to poi- 
son ivy and can develop symptoms 
even if they stand in the smoke 
from a fire in which poison ivy is 
being burned. This i» because the 


smoke particles cany tiny droplets 
of the oil from poison ivy

Theie is no sine, quick cute for 


ivy poisoning. 
Several prepara- 


tions which can be put on the skin 
are helpful. 
The best policy to 


follow is to avoid the ivy plants. 


If a peison should come in con- 


tact with a plant and know it, 
thoiough washing with soap and 
water two or thiee times should 
be earned out, followed by rins- 
ing carefully 
after 
each 
wash.

first time the public read of a 
Princess lying on her back in oil- 
stained overalls, tinkering with the 
engine of a lorry, she married 
Prince Philip. 


That was a lovematch compar 


able with any in fiction. It is a 
beautiful and wonderful thing that 
Queen Elizabeth should have found 
in the man she loves a new and re- 
freshing source of contact with 
the kind of people she will rule 
over. 


The Duke of Edinburgh's life has 


not been led behind 
cloistered 


walls. He has lived always among 
men of action, whose thoughts and 
feelings he can translate to the 
Queen, giving her an insight she 
would never have been able to 
gather in any other way. 


There is no doubt that the posi- 


tion of the throne has undergone 
great development and expansion 
in the past 50 years. Britain's Roy- 
el Family have gone through some 
hard times in the history of the 
past few centuries. Never have 
they been so loved and so much 
part of their people's lives as they 
are today.

When they visited South Africa 


on that triumphal tour of 1947, 
such was their charm that even 
the Republican critics who most 
keenly attacked them, were si- 
lenced by it and completely won 
over.

of awe, and sometimes terrifying. 
She prefers that human approach 
more in keeping with the times 
and her own modern temperament. 


Queen Victoria loved to dance 


herself, and certainly did so with 
her beloved Prince Consort, but 
ran you imagine her so throwing 
off the solemnity of her position 
as to lead a cheerful romp of that 
nature? I cannot. In every way 
Queen Elizabeth's nature proves 
her to be a woman of her time. 


She insisted that her husband 


should be allowed to rejoin the 
navy and continue the career he 
loved rather than stay at home and 
help her with her manifold duties. 


It would not be hard to visualize 


Queen Elizabeth as Mrs. Mont- 
batten, an entertaining soiuof per- 
son, easy to please, ready to laugh, 
invariably considerate of the feel- 
ings of others. I see her as an ex-

housewife and 
mother.

Shooting Editor 


Now that the fishermen have 


rummaged in closets for their 
casting rods and dusted 
moth 


flakes off their dry flies, it's tim 
for varmint shooters to get their 
off-season artillery into condition 


Jack 
rabbit 
shooters 
in the 


prairie states have probably kep 
their muskets functioning all win 
ter, but in those areas where 
chucks are hard hunted, it may be 
wise to wait a bit longer, because 
potting pasture poodles before the 
first litter of young chucks has 
been weaned, is the quickest waj 
to shoot themselves out of summer 
fun. 


But regardless of when your 


particular varmint season opens 
it's always fun to start tuning up 
guns. Strange things can happen 
to a rifle over the winter. You've 
kept your house hot and dry foi 
the midwinter months and then 
along came the rains of March or 
April to soak things up again. The 
almost inevitable result is some 


stock warpage—which in turn af- 
fects not only where your rifle will 
shoot, but also how well it will 
shoot. 


For some reason never satisfac- 


torily explained to me, screws 
that were tight when Betsy was 
oiled and put away in the fall will 
have loosened 
themselves when 


she is brought out of wraps in the 
spring. Easy to understand this 
when the screws go through wood, 
of course, but sometimes even the 
sight screws loosen up. 


Careful cleaning of the barrel, 


removal of any storage grease and 
very light relubrication of any ac- 
tion parts are rather obvious steps 
in readying up a rifle. But the 
piece is still not ready to go. Set 
up carefully on every screw you 
can find, particularly those just 
ahead of and behind the trigger 
guard on bolt-action guns. 


With 
a 
smaller-bitted 
screw 


driver, tighten every screw fasten- 
ing sighting equipment to the gun 
—and if you use a scope, it's smart 
to take off the glass in its bracket 
and snug up the screws in the 
bases. A drop of varnish or shellac 
on the threads before a screw is 
turned down will anchor it rather 
permanently, by the way. But 
don't fire a shot until the gun is 
light. 


Be sure to traipse out to the local 


range or bandpit for careful re- 
targeting. Not only do almost all 
stocks warp over a winter, but also 
the ammunition you just picked up 
at the hardware store is very like- 
ly a different lot from last year's 
left-overs—and will shoot to a dif- 
ferent place. 


If you find that the musket's 


accuracy has fallen off badly, and 
the fore-end seems to have warped 
sway from the barrel, strip her 
.flown again and put a couple of 
thicknesses of cardboard under the 
barrel at the fore-end tip to restore 
tension there. If the wood 
has 


warped sideways or upwards, and 
you're not hnndy with tools, tote 
Hoisy down to the gunsmith's lor 
a rebuilding job. 


Hut don't waste fodder, which 


isn't exactly given away these 
days, by Mailing varmint opera- 
tions before your rifle is ready.

,'ays to get a beginner to visual- 
ze how he should look at the com- 
letion of the swing. 
The body is turned, facing the 
ole.

The 
ands are high, the arms bent in 
lose to the body as the speed of 
he club comes to a halt. The 
eight is completely on the left 
oot, the right heel high off the 
round. 
I have told you briefly the me- 


chanics of the swing, broken down 
into individual phases. Don't be 
too concerned about them, espe- 
cially if you are just beginning to 
play. You can never learn to swing 
the club if you have a multitude of 
mental pictures flashing before 
you. A person who becomes too 
conscious of all these mechanics 
has a tendency to overlook the 
original purpose of the swing—to

There is a distinct individual 


pattern to every golfer's swing.

No Secret Meetings in 
California? Law Declares 


SACRAMEN'TO, Calif.—UP)—The California As- 


sembly Monday night completed legislative action on a 
freedom of information bill which prohibits closed 
meetings of local governmental bodies. 


The measure requires 24-hour notice to newspapers, 


radio and television stations of any special meeting. 
The provisions do not apply to state agencies. 


The Assembly agreed to the Senate amendments 


and sent the bill to the governor for his expected 
signature.

carries this statement of policy: 


"In enacting this chapter, the Legislature finds 


and declares that the public commissions, boards and 
councils and the other public agencies in this state jexist 
to aid in the conduct of the people's business. It is the 
intent of the law that their actions be taken openly 
and that their deliberations be conducted openly. 


"The 
people of this state do not yield their 


sovereignty to the agencies which serve them. The 
people, in delegating their authority, do not give their 
public servants the right to decide what is good for the 
people to know and what is not good for them to know. 
The people insist on remaining informed so that they 
may retain control over the instruments they have 
created."

Governor's City Aid 
Program Is Unfolded 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. M- Cover- 


nor Stratton's city aid program 
unfolded today with senate pas- 
sage of bills enabling hard pressed 
city governments to help them- 
selves financially. 


The main proposal in the pio- 


gram, authorizing cities to levy a 
one cent a pack cigaret lux, is 
awaiting final action. 


One of the measures approved 


by the senate Monday would per- 
mit downstate cities 
to double 


their wheel taxes. They now run 
five or 10 dollars, according to 
an automobile's horsepower. 


Another would allow cities to 


contract with private firms for dis- 
posal of lubbish. and a third would 
legalize advertising 
on parking 


meters. 


Tighten Collections 


Also endoiscd was a bill de- 


signed to tighten collection of per- 
sonal property taxes on cars. It 
requires the secretary of state to 
send county clerks a list ot ve- 
hicles licensed in their counties. 


Sen. Walker Butler of Chicago, 


senate Republican loader, told re- 
porters that the bills 
represent 


Stratton's answer to demands of 
cities for financial help. 


Butler said the program "leaves 


no necessity" for a city sales tax, 
sought by Chicago and downstate 
mayors. The sales tax measure is 
pending in the house. 


The personal property tax pro- 


posal goes back to the house for 
concurrence in senate amendment 
before advancing to Stratton for 
signing. The wheel tax, parking 
meter and rubbish collection bills 
cleared the assembly. 


Senate Okays 


An omnibus appropriation of 28 


million dollars won senate passage 
and moved to the house. Hems in-

in Macomb, and smaller amounts

cal problems.

U. S. economic aid in Korea to 
eat up most of the economies that 
might accrue from halted military 
operations. 


President Eisenhower has prom- 


ised South Korean President Syng- 
man Rhee that the U.S. will con- 


tinue economic 
aid to restore 


Rhee's devastated land. 


Military costs may come down 


by an amount represented in actu- 
al war operation costs, but Chair- 
man Bridges (R-NH) of the ap-
